250 Defense Outlets, Military Installations 
Placed Where Least Likely H-Bomb Targets 


WASHINGTON .fUP)—New. U.S 
military installations are being dispersed to sites at-léast 
10 miles from so-called target areas to reduce: probable 
damage from. an atomic. or., 
hydrogen. bomb. attack,

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Keep Sharp Eye on Seedlings 


When germinating seeds indoors, the 
most common mistake made by the amateur 
is to keep the seed box too long in the dark 

As soon as the little white specks ap- 
pear on the soil, indicating that germination 
has taken place, the box should be moved 
into stronger light 

Stronger light does not mean strong 
sunlight, but a sufficiency of light to Keep 
the seedlings short and stocky. Lanky 
seedlings never produce good plants 

In any seed box germination will be 
uneven, but the real trouble commences 
two or more different kinds of seeds 
are sown in one box 

Even mas

two varieties of tomatoes 


in the time needed to appear through 
soil, and it is almost impossible to 
one portion of the box in the dark 
germinating quarters, and the rest 
cool place with good light. 

For this reason we always use small 
containers for seed sowing, and limit each 
container to one kind of seed. 

Some gardeners scatter the seed over 
the entire surface of the seed box, while 
others carefully make drills with a small 
piece of wood and sow the seeds in rows 

When the latter method used, the 
gardener knows exactly where the seedlings 
willappear (and not be confused by weeds), 
and it also makes for removal of the 
seedlings at transplanting time.
